THE SAVIOR 

How teacher Bonnie Laabs closed Hamline Elementary’s achievement gap 


S cience has never been a strong 
suit for students at Hamline 
Elementary in St. Paul’s Mid¬ 
way neighborhood. The state¬ 
wide average on proficiency tests is 61 
percent. Hamline’s has long hovered 
around a paltry 17 percent. 

When teacher Bonnie Laabs inter¬ 
viewed for a job, she promised to triple 
those scores. Colleagues were skeptical. 
Such leaps are “extremely unheard of” in 
St. Paul schools, says Hamline’s testing 
coordinator, Jodie Wilson. 

But Laabs fulfilled her promise in just 
one year, pushing her students all the 
way up to meet the statewide average. 

Laabs, who has just earned a PhD in 
teaching kids with trauma, devotes a lot 
of time to making sure kids understand 
the jargon that invariably dominates the 
Minnesota Comprehensive Assessment 
— words like “inherited and acquired 
traits,” “biotic and abiotic,” “semicon¬ 


ductor and insulator.” 

To help them understand, Laabs keeps 
a menagerie of animals in her classroom, 
including Andre the potty-trained giant 
rabbit, Spike the iguana, and Leo the 
bearded dragon. The kids learn about 
the differences between inherited and 
acquired traits, for example, by label¬ 
ing the animals’ missing toes and scars 
as “acquired,” long tails and big ears as 
“inherited.” 

With her fifth-grade students, Laabs 
sits them down and shares her personal 
story. 

“Growing up, I was expelled from 
school in the fifth grade,” she says. “So I 
tell them, At your age I was being escorted 
out of the school in handcuffs.’ I was 
just out of control, really rebellious. I’d 
faced a lot of trauma at home. I’d been 
physically abused, sexually abused.” 

Laabs spent time in foster care and was 
sent to juvenile corrections by seventh 


grade. She gives her students an idea of 
how she spiraled down, how as a teenager 
she began partying and hanging out in 
rough crowds. She doesn’t include too 
many details. 

But then she spins it to explain why 
she gives the students homework every 
day. 

“They mumble and they complain 
and say, Why do you give us homework 
when we hate homework?’ So I share 
my story and I say this is why I give you 
homework,” she says. 

“The only way out for me was through 
education. The teachers who believed in 
me, they kept pushing me to get my stuff 
down, get my grades in, go to college.... 
I believe in every one of you.” 

“It creates a climate where learning is 
easier, more accessible,” says parent Jes¬ 
sica Kopp. “The whole room is amazing. 
There’s the Legos robotics in a corner, 
there’s animals, everywhere you look

Rehabilitating Volstead 

The Minnesotan blamed for Prohibition meant well, but got it wrong 


S pare a thought for Andrew Volstead. 

Come January, Volstead will 
be 70 years dead. He was born 
in southeastern Minnesota to 
Norwegian immigrants in 1859, and the 
whole of his legacy casts him as a villain. 

In truth, the Minnesota congressman 
who authored Prohibition was the product 
of a time, a place, and a movement bent 
on social engineering. Volstead and his ilk 
saw a nation of men perpetually slouched 
and slack-jawed from drink, and set about 
straightening up their spines. 

First elected to Congress in 1902, Vol¬ 
stead was not the most outspoken of the 
“dry” lawmakers. More like the least: 
Through his first eight terms, he made 
not a single speech about alcohol. 

Then his dubious place in history fell 
into his lap. 

When Congress convened in 1919, 
seniority dictated that Volstead take the 
chairmanship of the House Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee. By that time 28 states, including 
Minnesota, had ratified the 18th Amend¬ 
ment, which constitutionally banned the 
sale of alcohol. 

When it came time to enforcing it, Vol¬ 
stead was simply the man holding the gavel. 

Though he may not have relished the 
role, he was a cold instrument pressed 
against the hot pulse of America’s most 
divisive issue. Like the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union, Volstead saw outlawing 
liquor as a major step forward for domestic 
home life. The former Yellow Medicine 
County prosecutor’s highest-profile case 
had been the homicide trial of a respected 
town doctor who shot card sharks after a 
drunken poker game. 


He also believed temperance made for 
good economics. As a small-town attor¬ 
ney, he’d litigated land disputes, finding 
that hardly anyone made their payments. 
After the saloons were shuttered by local 
ordinance, all but one buyer was able to 
keep up. 

As the 'Volstead Act” was prepared for a 
full vote, brewers pushed for an amendment

to allow for the sale of 2.5 percent alcohol 
beer, saying that level was low enough to 
avoid catatonic intoxication. 

Volstead pushed back: Prohibition was 
not just about stopping drunkenness, but 
preventing the “useless waste of uncounted 
millions in money that should go to provide 
luxuries, comforts, and conveniences in 
the home.” 

After the bill passed in 1919, letters 
flooded Volstead’s Washington, D.C., office 
and his Granite Falls home. Some came 
from supporters. Others blamed Volstead 
for the rise in bootlegger crime and deaths 
connected to lethal moonshine. 

A few featured a newspaper clipping 
with his image under the heading, “Here’s 
the Man Who Made U.S. Dry.” The send¬ 
ers fashioned small pieces of rope into a 


noose around his neck. 

The whole affair was better received 
back in Minnesota. This was a state that 
had operated under “Scheffer’s law” for 
anyone nabbed for a third public drunken¬ 
ness offense. Its 30-day jail minimum was 
the harshest penalty in America. 

Things were even more conservative in 
Volstead’s western Minnesota district. In 
1920, his opponent, the Lutheran preacher 
O. J. Kvale, claimed to be even “drier” than 
Volstead. Volstead narrowly survived that 
challenge, but lost to Kvale two years later. 

Volstead returned to Minnesota, briefly 
taking a job with the Prohibition Bureau in 
Minneapolis before retreating to private 
practice in Granite Falls. Locals painted 
him as a retiring man, not one for con¬ 
versation, a tall, gaunt figure marching 
his incomparable mustache up the stairs 
to a book-lined law office. 

When a reporter visited in 1933, on the 
eve of votes to end Prohibition in Minnesota 
and elsewhere, Volstead knew his side 
had lost. He described himself as merely 
“a spectator.” He preferred talking about 
crops. 

In 1951, a few years after Volstead died, 
the people of Yellow Medicine County 
voted to approve municipal liquor stores. 
When one opened in St. Leo, it was the 
first to sell liquor in the county since 1915. 

In 1970, an empty sanitarium in Granite 
Falls was reopened as Project Turnabout, 
a substance abuse treatment facility. The 
enterprise has grown to include four cam¬ 
puses, the largest the 122-bed facility in 
Granite Falls. We stopped arresting drunks 
and started trying to help them. 

America still hasn’t fully learned the les-

son of Prohibition. Outlawing a substance 
people want inevitably spawns black mar¬ 
kets. Any 1920s bellboy or 2010s taxi driver 
with the slightest bit of guile becomes an 
enabler- cum- entrepreneur. 

Volstead once posited, hopefully, that 
he’d be remembered well. You could build 
a lion’s legacy on other issues in which he 
took more pride: women’s suffrage, anti¬ 
lynching laws, and his support for poor 
farmers to band together in cooperatives. 

Those good deeds are swallowed in 
the shadow of Prohibition. A Volstead 
portrait now hangs in the Freehouse in 
the North Loop, and the stylish Volstead’s 
Emporium cocktail bar in Uptown is an 
enduring mockery. 

Volstead suggested his epitaph would say 
people “love him for the enemies he made.” 
He was picturing lynch mobs, merciless 
bankers, the thugs who made a killing — 
and killed many — during Prohibition. 

In fact, there is no epitaph at his burial 
site in the Granite Falls Cemetery. An 
“Andrew J.” marking lies under the larger 
family “Volstead” stone. It’s just his name. 
What it means is up to us. 03

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E ach year in June, hundreds of 
teenage figure skaters descend 
upon the Braemar Arena in Edina. 
Painted and costumed, they hail 
from a dozen figure skating clubs 
across the Twin Cities metro. 

In a state where practically all children 
have some memory of toddling around an ice 
rink, these young zealots are the ones whose 
families went further, hiring personal coaches 
and renting private ice. These are the kids who 
have grown up eagerly sacrificing all the hours 
of their after-school lives to perfect an exacting 
catalog of dizzying spins and spirals, leaps and 
loops. Some are buoyed by Olympic dreams. 

Reed-thin Sunny Choi is apirouettingredblur 
topped with a pert bun of black hair wrenched 
tight over her scalp. Choi, who recently turned 
12 years old, is an exceptionally young contender 
in the intermediate-level choreographed skate. 

Sunny circles the rink in yet another run 
of the same moves she’s been rehearsing ad 
nauseam for the past 10 minutes. She glides in 
reverse on one skate, leaps into atriple spin, and 
crashes. When she climbs upright, her entire 
left thigh and hip are dusted in ice shavings. 
She throws her shoulders forward in dejection 
and groans, pouting at her rink-side coach. 

Surya Bonaly motions Sunny over, claps her 
on the back, and repositions her arms tight 
across her torso. Fill in all this core to spin 
faster, Surya tells the girl in an accent thick 
with singing French notes. Choi is tripping 
because she does not yet have the ab strength 
to complete three full rotations cleanly before 
she starts coming down. She falls because she’s 
unsure where she is in the air. 

After the practice, Surya walks with Sunny 
and her mother, Jae Choi, in the hallway just 
outside the rink. A cloud of frustration sits 
over the girl as she presses close to Mom. She’s 
worried that she won’t earn a medal at this 
year’s Braemar competition. 

“If s okay... just because you don’t get a medal, 
it doesn’t mean you’re not worth anything,” 
Surya consoles Sunny. ir What are medals good 
for anyway? Collecting dust?” 

Sunny is in a self-punishing mood. She nods 
meekly to show that she has heard before they 
part ways. 

“American culture is so different from 
Europe. Here, they cry if they don’t come 
home with a medal. It’s only what they have 
in mind, and it destroys them,” Surya says. 
She’s swaddled in layers of thermal sweatshirts 
bunched inside a puffy black parka. She wears 
no makeup, her bangs pinned back casually. 
“I tell the skaters if you did your best, you did 
good. Try to be happy.” 

Surya is a former Olympian, a nine-time 
French national champion, afive-time European 
champion, and a three-time World silver 
medalist. She is one of the most celebrated 
black figure skaters in the history of a lily- 
white sport. 

And she’s the only human being in the 
history of the world who can land a backflip 
on one blade. 

The question of why Surya never attained 
Olympic gold, and the disqualification of her

singular skill, is still a matter of controversy. 
If s the reason her fame inhabits a cult status 
rarely enjoyed by even the most decorated 
skating stars. If s why people still know her 
name long after she hungup her competitive 
skates for the last time in 1998. 

Yet after a career that spanned three 
decades — starting when the now 43-year- 
old champion was discovered at age 10, 
skylarking about an ice rink in the south of 
France — Surya decided to move to America, 
settling in remote, modest Minnesota. She 
did it for love, as much as for the homegrown 
crop of hungry young talent. 

Part of her coaching job is to impart 
the techniques for which she is best 
known: strength, speed, and air. The rest 
is teaching her students how to stay happy 
and confident. 

If s a skill Surya developed over a lifetime 
of grappling with a world that seemed hell¬ 
bent on keeping her out. 

SURYA’S RISING STAR 

W hen the world press first took note 
of Surya Bonaly, she was 17, winner 
of the 1991 European championships in 
Sofia, Bulgaria. She was the first French 
woman ever to earn that glory by landing 
five triple jumps out of seven. At the time, 
she had already won the French champion¬ 
ship three times running. 

Her pure athleticism was immediately 
evident. She was quick. She was aerial. It 
wasn’t enough for her to simply glide and 
dance when she could leap and spin. 

And she was already thinking about 
breaking records: For the upcoming 1992 


Surya as a baby with her 
adoptive mother Suzanne 
Bonaly, in France. 

Olympics in Albertville, France, Surya 
wanted to attempt the first quadruple toe 
loop jump—a spin with four full revolutions 
— in competition. It was something no 
woman had ever landed successfully. If 
anyone could, it was Surya. 

Before she was a figure skater training 
under the renowned coach Didier 
Gailhaguet, Surya was a French national 
tumbling champion. Under the tutelage of 
her adoptive mother, Suzanne Bonaly, who 
taught physical education in Nice, Surya 
began gymnastics training at two years old. 
She was a silver medal winner by the 1986 
Tumbling World Championships. At the 
same time, she learned to figure skate and 
began turning backflips in crowded rinks 
by age 12. 

In the beginning, critics disapproved of 
her peculiar melange of gymnastics and 
figure skating. They wrote off her style as 
inelegant, more a show of power than grace. 
Yet her unique tumbling background also 
gave Surya an unprecedented advantage. 
She could push the boundaries of what was 
considered physically possible in blades. 

As fuel for his prize pupil’s rising star, the 
flamboyant Gailhaguet told reporters that 
Surya had been born on the French island 
of Reunion, off the coast of Madagascar, and 
abandoned as a baby on a coconut-strewn 
beach. He said that she had been raised on 
a macrobiotic diet. That she ate birdseed 
for breakfast. That the 17-inch ponytail 
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she wore in her first 
Olympic appearance 
had never been cut. 

None of it was true. 

Yet Gailhaguet gambled 
on a circus mystique 
for young Surya as a 
way to contend with 
better-established, 
contemporaneous 
skating legends like 
Kristi Yamaguchi, 

Nancy Kerrigan, and 
Midori Ito. They were 
athletes who intrigued 
and inspired the 
imaginations of huge 
fan followings. 

In the 1990s, figure 
skating was as popular 
as ever, and every 
advantage that could 
be manufactured was 
a point in the rubric 
of a subjectively 
judged sport. Skating 
events were televised 
every day during the 
Olympics, sometimes 
two or three times. 

It was over skating that the world’s 
superpowers chose to stage their ancient 
political rivalries and to prove the legitimacy 
of their governments. 

In figure skating some of the best in the 
world were state-sponsored athletes from 
Russia and East Germany. For these women, 
bringing home a medal meant financial 
comfort for their entire families. To lose was 
to become a national disgrace. The coach 
of Katarina Witt was a German terror who 
was said to be able to trip her opponent 
with just a glare. Skaters would lock their 
bags, or safer yet, take their skates with 
them whenever they left the dressing room. 

The so-called “ice princesses” who ruled 
the sport were never truly wilting damsels. 
At its apex, figure skating was a sport of 
bruising, bleeding, andbackstabbing. It was 
the sort of environment in which American 
Olympian Tonya Harding would conspire 
to have a hitman break rival skater Nancy 
Kerrigan’s leg, skyrocketing skating to 
hypnotic heights of public interest. 

And it was in this hotbed of politics that 
Surya hoped to win for France, a country 
that not only hadn’t medaled in world figure 
skating, it hadn’t been a contender. 

ART AND ARTIFICE 

A t the 1992 Albertville Olympics, France 
l\ elected Surya to take the Olympic Oath 
as representative of all its athletes. The fabled 
fashion designer Christian Lacroix donated 
to her two skating costumes: one featuring 
a fiery matador jacket embroidered with 
red carnations, the other a sheer blue skirt 
set with rhinestones. 

But as with any measure of reputation, 
controversy followed closely.

During a practice session, Surya 
performed a backflip and landed — as 
it seemed to one incensed referee — far 
too close to Japan’s Midori Ito. Accused 
of rattling the emotionally delicate Ito 
and causing her to fall during her long 
performance, Surya was warned never to 
pull the stunt again. 

There were many reasons why backflips 
were never accepted by the governing 
chiefs of the figure skating world. Skaters 
were discouraged from being acrobats in 
order to avoid cross-contamination with 
gymnastics. There were practical liabilities 
too. People could get concussions, break 
a neck, dislocate a jaw. It was a skill that 
could never be institutionalized, so there 
was no way to judge it. 

Later in the 1992 Olympics, Surya ignored 
her predetermined choreography and 
spontaneously became the first and only 
woman to attempt a quadruple toe loop in 
competition. She underrotated and landed 
awkwardly midspin. The judges stripped 
points. It was conceit to think she could 
land such a move, they seemed to say. Surya 
finished fifth overall. 

There was a nasty breakup with 
Gailhaguet, who was bitterly disappointed 
to leave the Olympics sans medal. Yet he 
never directed a single complaint at his 
young prodigy. Instead, he placed all the 
blame with her mother, Suzanne. 

Suzanne Bonaly was a devoted physical 
education teacher in the sunny south of 
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France. When she 
married her husband, 
the architect Georges, 
she had the word 
“sport” engraved on 
her weddingband. She 
was Surya’s first coach, 
introducing her to all 
the outdoor sports that 
Nice had to offer. 

She pressed Suryato 
outperform every self- 
imposed limitation. Yet 
she never thought to 
mold Surya into a 
champion, Suzanne 
says, “because in 
Europe, you don’t 
dream like that.” 

“To progress and 
progress and progress 
is what I do with my 
students. Could I say, 

'Come on, we are going 
to do the competition 
and win this?’ No. 

That’s not me.” 

So when Gailhaguet 
invited Surya to come 
away with him, promising to make her a 
star, Suzanne accompanied her daughter to 
Paris while Georges remained in Nice. There, 
Suzanne kept close to Surya’s side, never 
straying from the rink-side compartment 
meant for coaches. She watched over 
practice like a hawk. 

From the beginning, the media was 
perplexed by Suzanne. They nicknamed 
her “the Dragon Lady” on account of her 
constant involvement with Surya’s training 
and the way she alienated Surya’s coaches. 
Her not-so-subtle disdain for the artificial 
etiquette of the competitive world — the 
kowtowingto judges’ particular preferences 
and the way skaters were expected to smile 
graciously, blush, and curtsy — offended 
the community. 

At the same time, Gailhaguet’s bad- 
mouthing of Suzanne came off like the 
ravings of a slighted parent in a noxious 
custody battle. He accused Suzanne of 
yelling at Surya, slapping her, and hitting 
her in the face with hockey sticks if she 
ever skated below expectation. 

When word of this abuse got around 
to Surya, she burst out laughing. Suzanne 
was aghast. No one who had ever trained 
with the two of them could corroborate 
Gailhaguef s allegations. And in the tug-of- 
war between mother and coach—between 
the private virtue of self-improvement and 
the public glory of winning gold — Surya 
chose the former. 

She could have been the best there ever 
was, Gailhaguet lamented when Suzanne 
whisked her daughter away to a resort in 
the French Alps to train and to heal. 

But for Surya and Suzanne, the break 
was a necessary respite. 

“The best part of skating with 


Surya skates for her fifth 
consecutive European 
Championships gold 
medal in 1995. 

Surya, we did in the mountains after we 
fight with Didier Gailhaguet, and she left 
Paris,” Suzanne reflects now. “The ice rink 
of la belle view in the mountains, and we 
can see the pine and the peak, we put on the 
music and she skate.... Oh you can imagine, 
that was beautiful. What I see there was 
the best of the skating. All the competition 
was trouble, difficulty, but this was real. It 
was true art.” 

ONE LAST CHANCE 

T he respite from competition wouldn’t 
last long. Surya loved to perform, loved 
making art that others could watch. She 
craved the crowd, the applause, the couture, 
and the drama of the world stage. 

To make an honest, reconciliatory bid for 
an Olympic medal, Surya went to California 
to study under Michelle Kwan’s coach Frank 
Carroll. He told her the hard truth: She 
needed to appeal to the judges’ sense of good 
skating and put her own aesthetics aside. 

Surya gave up on trying to perfect the 
quadruple spin. She no longer practiced the 
backflip in view of referees. She even cut 
her thickly braided ponytail—because the 
judges didn’t like it, her mother explained. 

She began 1994 with her fourth 
consecutive win of the European 
championship. At the Olympics in 
Lillehammer, Norway, she placed fourth, 
behind the bronze medalist. 

Following the Lillehammer Olympics, 
Surya competed in the 1994 World 
Championship in Chiba, Japan. She 
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performed perfectly, and received a final 
score that was but two-tenths of a point 
less than that of hometown hero Yuka Sato. 

When the judges cast final votes for their 
preferred gold medalist, they indicated 5-4 
that it should be Sato. 

Beaming, the young Japanese star darted 
onto the ice for the medal ceremony while 
Surya followed slowly after, her face streaked 
with tears. She refused to stand on the 
podium to receive the silver, cuing hisses 
from the crowd. The awards presenter was 
barely able to force the medal over Surya’s 
unbent head before she tore it off again. 

Suzanne watched on from her place just 
beyond the rink, her face an impassive mask. 

When the ‘‘Kimigayo” was sung and Surya 
was finally free to leave, a horde of reporters 
brandishing microphones encircled her 
before she could make a full retreat. Who 
told her to do it, they demanded of the 
shocked 21-year-old. Had Suzanne put 
her up to rejecting the podium? 

“No one told me,” Surya stuttered. “I’m 
just not lucky I guess.” 

She’d changed everything about the way 
she skated, what made her different, and 
special, even how she looked. She played 
by the rules. It still wasn’t enough. 

Thinking back to the disastrous 1994 
World Championships, Surya says she never 
meant to upset so many people. 

“It happened so fast and in a way I was 



like, ‘Ohh, I feel really pissed off.’ I felt I was 
deservingthe medal, number one,” she says. 
At the time, it felt like however well she 
skated, the judges wouldn’t recognize her 
skills. ‘You don’t want to be a bad person, 
but it happens all the time, and if people 
don’t know that you’re pissed, the judges 
can do this over and over, repeatedly, and 
you have to take it.” 

After 1994, Surya had one last chance to 
prove herself. She set out to win the 1998

Olympics or fade into obscurity. By 1995, 
injuries were beginning to accrue. She won 
her fifth-straight European championship 
with a broken right toe. The following 
year, she snapped her Achilles tendon 
practicing her trademark backflip. In 1997 
she nevertheless won her ninth and final 


consecutive French National tide, qualifying 
for the 1998 Olympics in Nagano, Japan. 

As she prepared to compete once more on 
the grandest world stage, bad press followed 
her. The New York Times thought she was 
a sore loser. The French papers mercilessly 
bashed her mother’s decision to never hire a 
full-time coach after parting with Gailhaguet 
following the 1992 Olympics. 

There was also Surya’s obvious racial 
distinction, of which she never made as 
much as the papers did and still do. She never 
fixated on whether the judges shortchanged 
her at the 1994 World Championships 
because she was black. 

Instead, the color of her skin was an 
internal motivator for Surya. She believed 
she had to be objectively exceptional, so 
that race could not be held against her. Or 
used as an excuse. She was nevertheless 
used as a symbol — called a rebel, a diva, a 
badass, another oft-scrutinized black body. 
People talked about her muscles, her thighs, 
as if they were weapons in a cultural war. 

The Olympics were agony for Surya. 
She knew it was her last competition. She 
had too many injuries to go further in her 
career. At the same time, the broken Achilles 
liberated her. Realistically, she knew there 
was no place for her in the top three. She 
had nothing to lose. 

When it came time for her free skate, 
Surya tried to imagine if the International 
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Skating Union legalized backflips someday 
in the future, and if other skaters started to 
do it. How would she feel, knowing she’d 
never given it a shot in competition, even 
though she was the only one in the world 
who was capable of doing it? 

Skating toVivaldi’s tempestuous The Four 
Seasons, she fell on a triple, regained her 
composure, and backed into a spontaneous 
backflip. 

The audience exploded. Bouquets 
hailed from the stands. Hearts thundered 
throughout the frigid arena as people turned 
to each other, wide-eyed and slack-jawed 
because they didn’t believe their own eyes. 

Surya, when she had finished, bore an 
exuberant smile. She turned her back to the 
judges and bowed first to the fans. 

She came in 10th. But she would not be 
forgotten. 

"It was enough just for me to challenge 
myself and fight against myself, not to get 
this girl, to beat that girl. My thing was to 
make sure that I come out and feel strong 
enough in myself to say, 'Hey, I did what I 
was supposed to do.’” 

FLIPPING BACK INTO ACTION 

hen Minnesota’s Tom Collins founded 
the touring skating company Cham¬ 
pions on Ice back in 1969, the pitch was 
simple. Olympians who had retired from 
competition and wanted to start making 


big money need only come to him, and he 
would use their names to stock stands by 
the thousands. 

At the peak of the late-1990s figure 
skating hysteria, the ice show magnate 
made a fortune with programs that bore 
the names of Brian Boitano, Nancy Kerrigan, 


and Viktor Petrenko. Skaters who could 
barely look at each other while competing 
neck and neck. 

"She would be one of the highlights,” 
Collins says of Surya. "Her and Michelle 
Kwan, and maybe a couple other people. 
She would get one of the biggest applause 
in the show. She really did, because she was 
different, and she stood out.” 

For 15 years Surya toured with Champions 
on Ice, performing for crowds of15,000 in 
major cities across Europe and America, 
living on the road for months at a time. 


On days that she woke up in France but 
was needed in Madison Square Garden 
for a prime-time performance, she took 
Concorde jets that flew her from Paris to 
New York in three hours. She kept company 
with two presidents of France. 

Surya says she pretended every show 


was the World Championships. 

Every night, Surya performed her 
signature backflip because that was what 
the crowds wanted more than anything. She 
never stepped off the ice without doing it. 
Over the years, Collins estimates that Surya 
must have performed it some 500 times. 

"Oh my gosh, flipped halfway around, 
opened up.. .the thought of it.” He can’t think 
back to the potential for injury each of those 
times without a squeamish groan. "Okay, 
but she was just gung-ho. She had all the 
confidence in the world.” 


With her mother Suzanne there at every 
show as coach and companion, Surya never 
fell. 

Over time, the two settled in Nevada 
and became U.S. citizens. Surya made a 
Las Vegas Strip rink her home practice turf, 
and it was there that she met Pete Biver. 

Biver is a classic blond-haired, blue-eyed 
giant of Minnesota stock, a five-time U.S. 
Nationals gold medalist in pairs who retired 
into coaching following his competitive 
career. The 2013 International Skating 
Institute coaches convention brought 
him to Las Vegas. An on-ice reprieve from 
classroom seminars eventually led him to 
Surya’s rink. 

And there she was, with her mother. 
Biver recalls seeing Suzanne first, this 
daunting force in figure skating. Tentatively, 
respectfully, he began to chitchat with her. 

At the end, Biver got up the nerve to skate 
out to Surya. He knew she had also skated 
pairs, so he asked her if she would like to 
do a death spiral. 

"And she said 'yeah,”’ Biver laughs, 
reminded of the excitement of taking Surya 
by the hand, anchoring one toe into the ice, 
and sweeping her into a low, low spiral with 
her body lifted but a few intimate inches off 
the ice as they twisted in tandem. 

Afterward, they talked for a while. 
Surya knew of Biver’s accomplishments 
at Nationals, but she hadn’t remembered

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that they’d met once before, some 10 years 
before when she came to Lake Placid, New 
York. Biver was training there at the time. 
In between training sessions, Biver got in 
line to get Surya’s autograph. 

He was just a fanboy, Biver jokes. When 
Surya suggested that she might be interested 
in attending his coaches’ conference, he 
was utterly taken aback. Could he save her 
a seat next to him? she asked. 

Surya attended a couple of classes with 
Biver, and afterward they went out for sushi. 
They spent the entire weekend together. 
It was surreal, he says. 

Two tryingyears of long-distance dating 
followed. At one point Surya returned to 
France to shoot a TV show, the equivalent 
of Dancing With the Stars. Biver stayed 
with her there for about a week, and she 
would visit him in Minnesota. They each 
had exacting schedules, and whenever 
Surya flew to France, she would ask for 
a connection to Minneapolis. They often 
ended up meeting each other at MSP airport, 
where they might have a couple hours to 
have lunch, say hello, take a picture, and 
say goodbye. 

Eventually they decided that if “it” was 
going to work out, one of them had to move. 

SWEET HOME MINNESOTA 

F or three hours after school, Surya can 
be found at Parade Ice Garden in Lor- 
ing Park, where she dons a pair of skates 
and chases her students across the ice to 
a Disney soundtrack, chirping, “Push, 
push, push, push!” She rubs their backs 
and reminds these angular teenage girls 
to slink, gracefully, like cats, instead of 
stomping like ducks. They laugh. 

The last time Surya performed abackflip, 
it was two years ago during a show in 
Brazil. By then, a deep and unrelenting 
ache radiated in her lower spine. While 
she toured, Surya would lie awake at night, 
stretched out on the floor of fancy hotel 
rooms with her left leg propped up on a 
chair. At home she slept on a plank of wood.

At first she was reluctant to seek 
treatment, Surya says, because pain was 
something that she’d lived with all her life. 

True skaters fall at least 50 times a session, 
but before she learned how to do it properly, 
she fractured both wrists. At 11, she had 
just landed a spin when her ankle suddenly 
buckled and broke beneath her. Later she 
received her first and only concussion falling 
from the balance beam midbackflip. She 
snapped her Achilles tumbling barefoot in 
the gym, and then she snapped it again in 
high-heeled ice skates. 

You weren’t supposed to complain, Surya 
says. That was the way of gymnastics, where 
gossip flowed abundantly about so-and-so 
who’d fallen on her head, who crashed and 
tore her jaw, who broke her nose. 

'When you’re in pain and the show must 
go on, you have to do everything you can 
to look amazing for those people who pay 
money for tickets,” Surya says of her final 
years with Champions on Ice. 'What canyou 
do? Give me 10 pills, make me feel better.” 

Ibuprofen kept the pain at bay, but 
eventually it too lost its potency. Faced 
with the reality that she might actually 
overdose, Surya sought a doctor’s opinion. 
It turned out that she had a proliferation of 
cysts all along her spinal cord. They weren’t 
cancerous, but they were large enough to 
pinch her nerves. 

Surya went under the knife last year. 
Since the operation, her left leg has felt 
numb from knee to toe. Her surgeon warned 
her against any more backflips. 

And so after a lifetime on the road since 
she was 15 years old, Surya has fully traded 
in performing for coaching. She moved in 
with Biver — first to Blaine to be near the 
superarena, and then to St. Louis Park, 
closer to the epicenter of all the metro area 
ice rinks where they coach private lessons.

It’s the first time she’s ever lived with a 
boyfriend. All her previous relationships 
had been long distance, and the distance 
inevitably became the breaking point. 

At the thought of Surya’s newfound 
peace, Suzanne breathes a long, satisfied 
sigh. She believes Biver is a nice boy. He 
accompanied Surya to visit her once, in 
Las Vegas, but she tried her utmost to not 
interfere. 

“I tried to let them be independent,” 
Suzanne recalls. “I leave them to be closer 
and closer and closer and perhaps... 
perhaps!” 

After decades of living together or near 
each other, as mother and daughter, coach 
and athlete, Suzanne and Surya now talk on 
the phone mostly. Back in Las Vegas, they 
shared acres of land and gardened every day 
after practice: lemons and nectarines, figs 
and olives. Suzanne sends Surya photos of 
the peach harvest and Surya responds with 
clips of her students’ work. Some days it’s 
just not enough to keep the homesickness 
at bay. 

Surya coaches six days a week, sometimes 
up to 12 hours on competition days. Biver 
works all seven. 

Sometimes driving from one rink to 
another is about all the breathing room 
they get, and even then, they replay their 
students’ routines in their minds. Dinners 
together are rare. Often, it’s only late at 
night that they’ll have a quiet moment to 
themselves. 

At times, the daily hustle of this work 
has been a difficult transition for Surya 
to master. She’s found that it’s not so easy 
to be a transplant in Minnesota, to make 
friends, to find things to do outside of work. 
Once in a while, when Biver is training at 
the rink, she’ll go see a movie by herself. 

There is no time, and no place, to garden 
in a condo in St. Louis Park. Still, Surya says 
mentoring her students is not unlike the 
laborious cultivation of a desert zucchini. 

“It takes forever. Like growing a garden, 
growing a good salad, it takes forever to 
get a zucchini big like that,” she says. 
“You have to be patient. It doesn’t grow 
overnight.” 

Biver admits his bias, but after working 
with Surya day after day, he’s seen firsthand 
the qualities in her that make a top coach. 
She has a way of making skaters laugh, 
he says, of finding nicknames for all her 
students, understanding their motivations. 
She extracts humor from moments of 
frustration that could otherwise devastate 
a young student over time. 

“She’s so appreciative of everyone 
who is interested in skating, and pushing 
themselves beyond what they think is 
[possible],” he says. “She showed that you 
can stand up and speak for yourself because 
if you don’t, no one else will. And I know 
her path has not been easy, and I take my 
hat off to her for being so vocal, that in 
such a judged and contrived world of figure 
skating that she stood as an original.” B3

Sole Cafe isn’t hip, it’s hot

K imberly Firnstahl’s grandson 
Matthew is waiting tables at her 
Snelling Avenue Korean institu¬ 
tion Sole Cafe. He turns to Eddie 
Wu and asks, 'When you worked here how 
often did you get yelled at?” 

“All day every day,” says Wu. 

Wu has received a lot of press for his 
Korean fusion cuisine at Cook St. Paul, a 
Payne Avenue diner that’s mostly Ameri¬ 
can and a little Korean at the edges. As Wu 
sees it, a diner can be about short stacks 
with maple syrup as well as bibimbap with 
kimchi. He’s got us on board. 

Meanwhile, Sole Cafe operates quietly 
on an unhip stretch of Snelling Avenue. It 
has existed here in one iteration or another 
for 20 years. Present-day Sole is a cozy, 
homestyle place where the food is the focus. 


It’s also Wu’s alma mater, and Firnstahl 
his teacher. 

Wu begged Firnstahl for a chance to learn 
her craft. His wife is Korean and he’s always 
loved the food and the culture. She said 
sure, but he’d have to start at the bottom, 
bussing and waiting tables. He accepted 
the challenge, took everything she threw 
at him — including the yelling. 

“She made me call her kyosu-nim, that’s 
Korean for professor, the whole time I was 
apprenticing!” 

And so he learned the ways of bibimbap, 
of kimchi, of jahpchae. 

“Jahpchae is like the easiest thing to 
make,” Wu says. 

“Eddie-ya please don’t say that. I’m from 
Korea! I’m 63 years old!” Firnstahl snaps 
back. 

After sarcastically asking Wu if he may 
allow her to explain, she turns to me: Jah¬ 


pchae is special occasion food. These sea¬ 
soned sweet potato noodles and julienned 
vegetables are something you make for a 
birthday, not an afterthought prepared by 
just “throwing it in a stir-fry pan,” as many 
Korean-American kitchens do. 

When Wu goes to interject again she 
says to him firmly, “May I? Eddie-ya, may 
I? I’m from Korea.” 

He takes it in stride, laughs, and defers 
to her. He calls her “Kimberly-ci” now, a 
term of respect. 

Firnstahl immigrated here in 1972 and 
was under the impression that money grew 
on trees in America. She got most of her 
ideas about the U.S. via little black-and-white 
televisions that people paid by the hour 
to watch in Seoul. They paid, got a stamp 
on their hands, and could watch for a set 
period of time. The American women all 
had huge hair, tiny waists, and hoop skirts

that flowed down to the ground. 

When she arrived in Minneapolis in Octo¬ 
ber 1972, it wasn’t dollar bills tumbling down 
the sidewalks, but crunchy dead leaves. She 
immediately wanted to go back home. 

But in short order, she was married with 
two kids, and it was too late. She was stuck. 
This was home now. 

She didn’t like to cook, either. Her mom 
was a good cook, and her older siblings took 
on the burden of kitchen chores. But now 
she had that husband and those kids, “and 
you don’t have a choice,” she says. 

So she cooked. And because she had to 
make a living, she and her brother (who

now owns Kimchi Tofu House in Stadium 
Village) opened the restaurant together. For 
awhile she stepped away from the culinary 
side of things and operated Sole Cafe only 
as a karaoke bar. But that wasn’t profitable 
enough, so she went back to the stoves. (The 
karaoke machine is still on the premises 
for those in the know.) 

Firnstahl still likes the work, but it’s tiring. 
She’s 63. She wants to retire in two years. 

Wu says that she’s “always” retiring in 
two years. 

The restaurant is successful because she 
runs it on her own with the help of just one 
server at a time. She arrives at 8:30 am. and 
works solo every day until close at 8:30 p.m. 
The kitchen is about 10 feet by 15 feet, and 
she runs it with the precision of a soldier. 
She picks up the edges of burning hot pots 
and pans with a pliers instead of a kitchen 
towel, and boiling hot soup goes directly 
into the hot stoneware that goes directly 
to the table. You can linger for an hour and 
your soup will never go cold. 

Any conversation about Firnstahl’s cook¬ 
ing begins and ends with a conversation 
about heat. The tiny kitchen has an entire 
freezer devoted to chiles. 

“A Korean spice level two is a Minnesota 
10,” says Wu. “A Korean level eight doesn’t 
exist on the Minnesota scale.” 

Wu recalls when he waited tables at Sole 
and had to contend constantly with diners 
who insisted they wanted their food as spicy 
as possible. He then had to contend with 
those diners asking for to-go boxes after 
trying a bite. 

As we speak, a guy orders his soup at 
spice level eight. 

“Another one’s gonna die today!” says 
Firnstahl before going to the stoves. 

Wu says she’s got schadenfreude when 


it comes to spice. 

And the food is hot. But that doesn’t 
take away from the nuance of Firnstahl’s 
recipes. Kimchi soup is a lake of fire with 
soft pillows of tofu and chewy nubbins of 
pork bobbing around. Broiled mackerel 
rests beneath more tofu, tender radish, 
scallion, and more red chile sauce. Wu’s 
favorite dish, the yugaejang, is the hottest 
of them all. (He’s allowed to order the full 
heat, no arguments.) The bowl teems with 
rich beef stock, brisket, cellophane noodles, 
and a bit of lacy egg floating through it like 
a diaphanous web. 

It’s instantly my favorite of all the dishes, 
too. I start to believe I can take full spice 
the same as Wu, but as we attempt to con¬ 
tinue our chat, we’re coughing, our eyes 
are watering, and Wu’s face has gone red. 
We both plunge in, foolishly, happily for 
another bite. 

Mandu, seared pork dumplings with 
scallion, are one of the few things on the 
table with no spice, and quash the flame a 
little. Wu tells me they’re like Korean junk 
food, totally ubiquitous and loved by all. His 
five-year-old daughter can’t get enough. 

Korean cuisine is having its day, with 
trendy restaurants everywhere piling hot 
dogs with kimchi and selling riffs on bibim- 
bap and calling them “rice bowls.” 

But Kimberly Firnstahl is from Korea. 
She doesn’t suffer fools, and she’ll glee¬ 
fully laugh at your suffering through her 
fiery dishes. She’s also the unofficial mom 
to the 15,000 or so Korean adoptees who 
live in the state, using her facility with the 
Korean language to help them find their 
birth families or assist with their travel plans. 

Or more often, just providing a place to 
sing a song or eat a dumpling. 

This is home now. 03

When your parents become cold-blooded killers

he Global Peace Index suggests 
that Scandinavia is the most pleas¬ 
ant region in the world. 

Scandinavian cinema tells us 
just the opposite: that our friends in Nor¬ 
way, Sweden, and Denmark are at constant 
war with drug kingpins and other ruth¬ 
less criminal elements. (Let’s not even get 
started on black metal.) Doubtless such 
underbellies exist, but one has to imagine 
they’re overrepresented by movies like In 
Order of Disappearance. 

Also overrepresented: the frequency 
with which bereaved parents avenge their 
deceased children by murdering anyone 
and everyone tangentially involved. In 
Norwegian director Hans Petter Moland’s 
seriocomic crime picture, whose clever 
English title is a marked improvement over 
the original Kraftidioten (“power idiot”), a 


twentysomething’s violent passing at the 
hands of mobsters is made to look like an 
overdose. 

This instantly sets off alarm bells for 
his father (Stellan Skarsgard). He knows 
his son to have been drug-free. “What do 
you intend to do?” he asks a police officer 
after identifying his son’s body. The cop’s 
answer, in so many words, is nothing. So our 
hero does what any good movie dad would 
do and, shortly after receiving a Citizen 
of the Year award for his long tenure as 
a civil servant, sets out on a bloody quest 
for revenge. 

They say that parents, in times of great 
stress, can perform feats of superhuman 
strength — we’ve all heard of the moth¬ 
ers who lift cars to rescue their children 
from danger. In a similar vein, grief can 
apparently instill moms and dads with the 
know-how to track down and kill two-bit 
bad guys without leaving a trace of evi¬ 


dence. Nils Dickman (Skarsgard) doesn’t 
need the particular set of skills that Liam 
Neeson had in Taken; being a pissed-off 
dad is qualification enough. 

At this point you may be thinking that 
you’ve seen this movie before — maybe not 
set in Norway, maybe not with Skarsgard 
as the lead, but certainly the basic outline. 
You wouldn’t be wrong, but both actor and 
director have enough fun with the well- 
worn setup that you might have fun too. 
Moland previously directed Skarsgard in 
A Somewhat Gentle Man, another crime 
drama with a low temperature and high 
body count; here he even throws in a wintry, 
roadside murder straight out of Fargo for 
good measure. 

Moland stops short of instilling any of this 
with real weight, though. Nils never takes 
a moment to consider the gravity of this 
situation, and it doesn’t take much nitpick¬ 
ing to wonder how and why he instantly

becomes a ruthless killing machine. (His day 
job involves snowplowing remote roads.) 
If Nils is shocked by either his capacity for 
such violence or even the sight of so much 
blood as he offs one low-level criminal at 
a time, we don’t see it. He has nothing to 
reckon with morally, and so neither do we. 

The head of the totem pole Nils is trying 
to decapitate mistakes Nils’ actions for those 
of a rival gang—the Serbs, perhaps, or more 
likely the Albanians. Moland announces 
each victim with an onscreen title card, 
all of them marked by their name and a 
small cross. They’re killed off in ascending 
order of importance, but the film never 
feels like it’s building to anything equally 
significant. The ending is preordained by 
the premise. 03

Walking Shadow struggles with an awkward script

A man and a woman, lovers, are 
playfully bantering onstage. The 
woman says, “Tell me about... the 
first fish you ever caught.” 

At this point, you might lean forward with 
anticipation — or you might go cross-eyed 
with boredom. If your reaction might be 
the latter, beware of jumping into Walking 
Shadow Theatre Company’s The River. It’s 
the regional premiere of a 2012 play by Jez 
Butterworth, who wrote a script so thick 
with metaphor and monologue that it’s as 
if he was trying to supply a fresh practice 
piece for every drama student in the U.K. 

Butterworth is British, but director 
Amy Rummenie’s cast sticks with Ameri¬ 
can accents. This makes many lines land 
oddly, especially the ones involving Angli¬ 
cisms. That’s particularly a liability given 
that Butterworth’s dialogue is forced and 
stagy to begin with. Really, when was the 
last time you dropped a half-dozen similes 
in a single anecdote? 

Most of the talk, symbolic and otherwise, 
involves fly fishing. That’s the great preoc¬ 
cupation of the unnamed Man (Andrew 
Erskine Wheeler) who invites a similarly 
moniker-averse Woman (Emily Grodzik) 
up to his cabin to land a few trout and to 
fool around... excuse me, “make love.” 

It turns out that this wordy weekend 
getaway package isn’t an exclusive deal: 
There’s an Other Woman (Elizabeth Eft- 
eland), who’s seen in alternating scenes as 
we slowly discover which Woman came 
first and what implications that has for her 
counterpart’s relationship with the Man.

Set designer Steve Kath, sound artist 
Katharine Horowitz, and lightingdesigner 
Paola Rodriguez have certainly done their 
part to give these characters an amenable 
environment in which to have their heady 
exchanges. Open Eye Figure Theatre’s small 
stage has been transformed into a rustic 
cabin kitchen with detail and depth, chirp¬ 
ing crickets, and water gurgling all around. 

Casting and direction choices, though, 
undermine the plausibility of this asyn¬ 
chronous menage a trois. Wheeler’s Man 
feels fussy and pathetic from the opening 
scene, as he fumbles around in his waders 
ignoring Grodzik and prattling on about 
his fishing accessories. Speaking with a 
strange, academic affect — like a librarian 
from Middle Earth — Wheeler has none 
of the mojo we need to sense if we’re to 
believe that a succession ofbright, attractive 
young women are seduced by his preten¬ 
tious preoccupations. 

Early on, the Woman declares she won’t 
go night-fishing with the Man: She’s already 
sunburned from casting lines all day. He 
says he’ll accept her refusal — as long as 
she reads a Ted Hughes fishing poem first, 
aloud. She makes a quiet “hmph,” and he’s 
of course offended, but when I imagine 
what sound most women I know would 
have made in that situation, I think it would 
have been a hell of a lot worse. 03

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THE REBIRTH OF BON IVER 

Justin Vernon crafts a bold new language for Bon Iver with hotly anticipated new album 22, A Million

ustin Vernon is determined to find 
a different way forward. 

The leader of Bon Iver experienced 
creative fatigue following the 
extensive tours in support of 2011’s Grammy- 
winning album Bon Iver, Bon Iver, and he 
says personal burnout plagued the circuitous 
process of writing the highly anticipated 
follow-up. 

Five years later, that new record, 22, 
A Million, is finally set to be released on 
September 30. Rather than settle into the 
music-industry routine of monotonous 
interviews, Vernon instead hosted 27 
journalists from around the world (including 
City Pages) at a listening party for the new 
record in the soon-to-open Oxbow Hotel 
in his hometown of Eau Claire, Wisconsin. 
That was followed by an informal press 
conference where, over the course of 
nearly two hours, the 35-year-old musician 
candidly opened up about his new songs — 
including the inspirations, frustrations, and 
innovations that went into them. 

In a generous but unconventional 
marketing move, we were invited to a city 
that’s vital to the essence of Bon Iver’s work. 
The 10 emotional, adventurous songs of 
22, A Million have deep creative roots in 
Wisconsin’s Chippewa Valley, which is 
likely why Vernon premiered them live 
at his Eaux Claires festival last month. The 
intimate evening at the Oxbow allowed us 
to hear the studio version of the new LP, 
as well as talk directly with the man who 
struggled so mightily to bring it to life. 

Samples, Symbols, and a New Sound 

“This time, we went looking for different 
kinds of sparks,” Vernon said of 22, A Mil¬ 
lion’s genesis last Friday at the Oxbow. “Over 
the course of the last few years, just putting 
these moments together and seeing how 
they coexist... if it felt new to me, then that 
made me excited.” 

The record is fiQed withhold, experimental 
sonic fragments that fitfully coalesce into 
an engrossing artistic statement. It also 
represents a radical departure from Vernon’s 
folksier, acoustic-laden roots. That shift in 
tone is due in large part to his reliance on 
the OP-1, a portable MPC synthesizer that 


can capture samples on the fly. 

“You can be sitting around anywhere 
and sample the radio, or breathing, and 
you can make a song out of it,” Vernon, 
a frequent collaborator of sample-happy 
rapper/producer Kanye West, explained. 
“Once I had enough of that going on, it 
didn’t seem as obvious to me to pick up 
the acoustic guitar as often. I wanted to 
keep a new language going.” 

That manner of communication is 
conveyed musically through textured, 
fragmented beats, damaged, imperfect sonic 
bursts, and brief, surprising samples ranging 
from Mahalia Jackson (“22, Over Soon”), 
Paolo Nutini (“33 (God)”), Fionn Regan 
(“100000 (A Million),” and an uncredited 
sample of Stevie Nicks (“10 (Death Breast)”). 
It’s also expressed through the album’s 
symbolic cover art (created by New York- 
based artist Eric Timothy Carlson, who also 
designed the logo for regional supergroup 
Gayngs) and cryptic song titles. 

“It was nice to have a symbol,” Vernon said 
of Carlson’s Gayngs sign. “So we were like, 


This time, let’s have a shitload of symbols.’” 

About Those Titles 

The album title references Vernon’s favorite 
number, 22 (which he describes as inherently 
paradoxical), while “A Million” represents 
the unknown other, the uncountable masses. 

That personal symbolism is present 
on the album’s lead-off track, “22 (OVER 
SooooN),” a song that arrived to Vernon 
during a lonely vacation. 

“Don’t go to the Greek islands, off-season, 
by yourself,” he warned. “I was trying to 
find myself. I did not. And I was humming 
to myself, Tt might be over soon,’ like this 
feeling might be over.” 

That phrase illuminates the duality that 
courses throughout the record, serving as 
both an exultation of reliefthat an unpleasant 
experience will shortly come to an end, and 
a wistful lament that something is finishing 
before you are ready to move on. 

Rather than serving as inscrutable codes 
that need to be deciphered, the quirky 

song titles — e.g. “_45_” and “715 - 

CREEKS,” which references Eau Claire’s 


area code — exist merely to serve the unique 
parlance of 22, A Million, another extension 
of Vernon’s refusal to bow to convention. 

Music As a Mirror 

Veronon’s22, A Million is a profound artistic 
statement, but it’s also a deliberate nod to 
his beloved hometown, which is located 
about 90 miles east of the Twin Cities. 

‘You go around the world and you see 
so many great places, and I just know this 
place so well,” Vernon said of Eau Claire, 
population 67,778. “Most of this stuff that 
we do is cultural — music, and art, and 
expression. It just feels really good to have 
that be part of your job, to be part of the 
apparatus, the mirror of our little culture 
here.” 

That sense of community is present in 
every aspect of Vernon’s career — from the 
2007Bon Iver debut that famously emerged 
from a snowy cabin, to the world-class 
hometown music festival he co-curates, to 
the April Base recording studio he operates, 
to the boutique hotel/restaurant he’s opening 
with friends. And without the help of friends, 
22, A Million might have been scrapped. 

“I almost quit on it. In January of this year, 
I kind of hung the album up, because it had 
just become kind of convoluted,” Vernon 
admitted. “There’s a lot of stuff going on, 
it’s very dense. I was sort of tired of it, and 
tired of myself, like, Why are you trying so 
hard?’ And my friend [Twin Cities producer] 
Ryan Olson just kind of slapped me, and 
he’s like, ‘nuh-uh.’ And he basically sat next 
to me and virtually held my hand through 
the entire process of finishing the album. 
That’s my favorite part of the album — that 
moment, the last six months of him just 
coming and picking his friend up.” 

Vernon has realized, as we all eventually 
do, that time is indeed fleeting, and we must 
make the most of the days and opportunities 
presented to us. After all, it might be over 
soon. 

“I’ve become more and more aware about 
how minute our existences are,” Vernon 
said. “But it’s also really good to remember 
that we’re in a room right now, talking 
about music. And that is both ridiculous 
and amazing. It’s so unnecessary, and so 
necessary.” G3
